Because his 
programming suits greater Cleveland 
housewives, this fabulous record spin- 
ner has a policy of not playing rock ’n’ 
roll music, instead he mixes the “pops” 
with well-known and still popular stand- 
ards. Only last year, however, Edwards 
himself cut a dise for Coral in which a 
rock ’n’ roll chorus accompanied him as 
he narrated “The Story Of Elvis Pres- 
ley”, and on the flip was “What Is 
Rock ’n’ Roll’? But, would Tom change 
his policy so that he could play his 
record on his own show? Well, Tom 
said he would not — and he did not. 


It was this very same steadfastness 
that helped him become a radio an- 


nouncer, and eventually to have a pro-~ 


gram of his own. Even as a teenager, 
young Tom Edwards realized his am- 
bition in life, and had as his idol 
Harry Von Zell, who was then announc- 
ing the “Fred Allen Town Hall Show”. 
A shy, retiring youngster, Tommy prac- 
ticed “announcing” by reading aloud 
from Life magazine. He tried his hand 
at cartooning for the high school news- 


paper, sold city newspapers after. 


school each day and served as an altar 
boy. According to Tom, it was because 
of his part time job that he never at- 
tended high school dances and conse- 
quently never learned to dance. 


Tom was attending Marquette Un- 
iversity when his education was _ in- 
terrupted by his enlistment in the U.S. 
Army, but he was still intent upon 
getting into radio. And, as soon as he 
was discharged, wearing eight battle 
stars plus a Bronze Star awarded for 
bravery, Tom placed a cleverly worded 
ad in a radio trade publication asking 
for a radio job. As a result, he found 
himself at KICD in Spencer, Iowa. He 
was there for three and one half years 
and eventually became program direc- 
tor. In his home town of Milwaukee, 
Tom spent the next year and a half at 
‘station WOKY. Therefore, with five 
years of radio experience behind him, 
the handsome Tom Edwards joined 
Cleveland’s WERE as staff announcer 
in May, 1951. Within three months, 
there was an opening for a disc jockey, 
and Tom became a radio personality 
in his own right. 

Due to his friendly, cooperative na- 
ture, Tom is a favorite emcee for rec- 
ord hops, and a popular feature at his 
“hops” is the showing of color slides, 
which he photographs himself, of all 
the recording stars who appear on his 
shows. Tom even makes the slides avail- 
able to other deejays in all parts of 
the country for showing at their own 
record hops. 

In addition to filling this heavy 
schedule, which also includes a “Hill- 
billy Jamboree” show every Saturday 
and many personal apearances, Tom 
spends a considerable amount of time 
at a typewriter, for he has authorized 
radio and record columns for four dif- 
ferent magazines. And, he sends out a 
weekly Newsletter to people in the 
radio and music business. 

Tom’s heavy schedule and his diverse 
“personalities” have not altered his out- 
look on his home, however. A happily 
married man of ten years standing, Tom 
fills what little spare time he has with 
such hobbies as collecting unusual cuff 
links, tinkering with his car and, of 
course, photography.

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THE CHORDETTES 


While driving along a highway, it 
may sometimes happen that the woman 
driving the car in front of you is travel- 
ing only twenty-five to thirty miles pe 
hour, and to top it all off, you may be 
unable to pass her. If this ever did 
happen to you, what would be the first 
thing you’d say? Well, if you’re any- 
thing like the people we’ve talked to. 
“Leave it to the ladies” is the appropri- 
ate thing to say. This, however, is just 
one case in which that phrase can be 
used. Nowadays, men are “leaving to 
the ladies” many, many things. For ex- 
ample, in the record industry, female 
sounds are gaining more and more pop- 
ularity, so the majority of record com. 
panies are looking to the ladies for 
at least, half of their hit bits. Two very 
popular female vocal groups are The 
Chordettes and The Fontane Sisters. 
Both are currently makin’ the rounds 
with some fine hit material. 


The Chordettes got together in their 
hometown, Sheboygan; Wisconsin. Be- 
cause they all loved singing in four- 
part harmony, they used to sing and 
harmonize together just to pass the 
time away. But, soon the girls — Janet 
Ertel, Carol Bushman, Lynn Evans, 
Margie Needham — decided that they 
might be able to make something of 
their unusual way of singing. They fig- 
ured that perhaps they might sing for 
others’ entertainment in addition to 
their own, so they headed East. 


Their first stop was Arthur Godfrey’s 


Talent Scouts, where they won top 
honors, and, what’s more important, a 
“nermanent” berth on his family show. 
Although the “permanent arrangement” 
didn’t last too long, it lasted long e- 
nough to establish the girls as one of 
the top singing acts in show business. 
The girls then moved to the Robert Q. 
Lewis show and soon decided to try 
their luck with records. And the win- 
some foursome got their first record 
smash with a simple old-timer, “Mr. 
Sandman,” on the Cadence stamp. The 
tune soared to the top of all hot charts 
and held that lofty position for a long, 
long time. The Chordettes next effort 
was “Lay Down Your Arms,” and it, 
too, made a big splash and slowly but 
surely climbed to the very top. 


Now, with their latest disc, the girls 
have done it again, for “Lollipop” has 
gone straight up and is still ridin’ high. 
Yes, a more talented foursome than The 
Chordettes is hard to find. They really 
feel like four Cinderellas now, but suc- 
cess and recognition came only after 
long hours of work, study and deter- 
mination to develop and perfect their 
particular style of barbershop harmony. 
The gals have definitely carved a firm 
notch in the ladder of success and give 
all indications of staying up there. 

The Fontane Sisters are three more 
femmes who wail out some hot notes 
foi the Vot Record people. The Fon- 
tanes differ from most “sister” acts be- 
cause they really are sisters. The gals 
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— brunette Bea, red-headed Geri and 
blonde Marge — were born in New Mil- 
ford, New Jersey, where their mother 
was choir director of St. Joseph’s 
Church. And, it was there that their 
musical activities first began; singing 
in the choir, in high school and at 
Kiwanis and Rotary meetings. One day, 
a friend of the family convinced Mrs 
Fontane that Bea and Marge were tal- 
ented enough to debut professionally, 
and when the girls graduated from 
high school, they joined an all-girl unit 
which was traveling around the coun- 
try. 

After eight months on the road, how- 
ever, they returned home and with 
their brother, Frank, who accompanied 
them on the guitar, formed a family 
trio. Together they played theatre dates 
and then went into radio work in Cleve- 
land. After three months, though, they 
were transferred by NBC to New York 
and given their own radio show. Then, 
the war came and the group disbanded. 
Frank went off to the Army and_re- 
ceived a lieutenancy and the Silver and 
Bronze Stars before he was killed by 
an enemy sniper’s bullet. 

By the time 1944 rolled around, little 
Geri had grown up, and the girls de- 
cided to reorganize the trio. It was 
also in that year that the girls first 
met Perry Como, the person who they 
say has helped them the most. They did 
a couple of radio guest shots and in 
1948 joined him as regulars on his 
program. Then, when television became 
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“just the thing,” Bea, Geri and Marge 


went along with Perry onto the TV 
screen and into the hearts of millions. 
Of course, that was the big move which 
zoomed the trio upwards. Their pop- 
ularity soon spread throughout the 
country like wildfire, and they were 
well on their way. 

In 1949, The Fontanes waxed their 
first disc for RCA Victor, and it was 
dubbed “Underneath The Linden Tree” 
and “Put Your Shoes On Lucy.” Then, 
only a few years ago, they signed with 
Dot Records:and embarked on an amaz- 
ingly successful recording career. Their 
smash version of “Hearts Of Stone” 
was a pace-setter for most of 755, with 
“Rock Love” and many other hit bits 
following close behind. The three lovely 
lassies’ latest effort for Dot is a beauti- 
ful song entitled “Chanson D’Amour” 
and it’s really climbing fast and high 
on the charts all over the nation. 


Although the girls no longer appear 
as regulars on the Perry Como show, 
they’re still goin’ great guns via tele- 
vision and night club appearances. Bea, 
Geri and Marge have certainly come up 
a long way, and there is no doubt about 
why today they are voted one of the 
top femme singing groups in the coun- 
try. 

Naturally, we could not, at this time, 
tell you about other female groups, 
but we’re sure that we have told you 
something about two of the best — The 
Chordettes and The Fontane Sisters.
